Maybrick $2,000 on the strength of the policy, 
but after conviction refused to pay any more. 
Sir Charles Russell could not obtain a new 
trial for her, but what he almeda todo was to 
sue the company and by this means the jury 
inthe policy case might establish the fact 
that the jury which tried her fur murder de- 
livered a wrong verdict. 


COMMERCIAL TREATIES. 


LOWER DUTIES PLEASE THR GERMAN PUBLIC— 
SPAIN’S NEW TARIFF. 

BERLIN, Dec. 8.—The Vossische Zeitung, com- 
menting upon the new commercial treaties, 
says to-day that althoughthe new treaties 
are far from gratifying the wish of the Ger- 
man people tobe freed from extensive im- 
port duties, which they desired should be 
confined toa few lucrative imports, yet the 
reductions effected are so numerous that 
they must be regardeg as a step in the 
right direction. The National Zeitung ap- 
proves of the provisidn of the period 
of twelve years provided for in 
the treaties. It adds that the reductions 
made are more numerous than anticipated, 
and indicates departure from the tendency 
manifested of late in the direction of raising 
the tariff. The National Zeitung concludes its 
article by declaring that Germany will not 
lose by the new arrangements in so much as 
many concessions, especially in corn Guties, 
are made in Germany’s interest. 

SPAIN’S NEW TARIFF. 

MADRID, Dec. 8.—The Spanish Government 
is preparing a tariff list with very high max- 
imum duties for nations not negotiating 
treaties with Spain, minimum duties for 
those applying for reciprocity arrangements. 
French wine firms are buying up Spanish 
wines in large quantities in view of the fact 
that the new French tariff will gointo effect 
on Feb. 1. A single Bordeaux house has pur- 
chased 20,000,000 francs’ worth. 

Spain reserves her right to concede rates 
below the minitmum to those nations con- 
senting to reciprocity treaties with the Span- 
ish Government. The new treatyisa com- 
plete victory for the protectionists. There Is 
a large increase in the duties on machinery, 
iron hardware, cottons, woollens, ‘SliKs, 
breadstuffs, cattle and horses. 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


ITALIAN-AMERICAN COLUMBIAN 


Rome, Dec. 8.—Committees have been or- 
ganized in Rome and in all the principal 
towns and cities of Italy for the purpose of 
promoting the holding of an Italian-American 
exposition in Genoa in 1892 to celebrate the 
fourth century ofthe discovery of America 
by Christopher Columbus. This proposed 
exhibition is in no way intended to be a rival 
of the Chicago Columbian Exhibition to be 
held in 1898. On the contrary, the feeling 
prevails that Italy must make a good show- 
ing at the Chicago exhibition. To bring 
about this end a committee has been 
formed whose duty it shall be to promote 
the interests of Itallan exbibitors at Chicago. 
This committee includes many of the most 
prominent citizens of home.

THE SEAL CATCH. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, Dec. 8.—According to the 
returns at the fisheries department, the 
actual catch of seals this year has exceeded 
very considerably that of 1890, which was 
looked upon as a good season. In 189 the 
catch of seals amounted to 40,19 skins. The 
number taken during the present year has 
been 44,498. an increase of 9,300. During the 
year now closing there has been considerable 
additions to the number of schooners en- 
gaged inthis industry, andan exa mination 
will probably show that the catch per vessel 
has not been so great during the past year.

A PIECE OF RIBBON, 


It May Be a Clew to tho Bomb-Throw- 
er’s Identity. 


CHARLES D. WILSON SEEN BY A “POST- 
DISPATCH” CORRESPONDENT. 


Connection of Southworth With the 
Assassin—Capt. Harvey Horne’s Story 
Verified—C. P. Huntington Interviewed 
—He Has No Fear of Murder Societies— 
Police Authorities Active. 


New York, Dec. 8.—In accordance with in- 
structions the correspondent of the Post- 
DispaTcn has, sifted all the rumors and 
hunted down every reported clew to the 
identity of the bomb-thrower who attempted 
the iife of Kussell Sage. Itcanbe said unre- 
servedly that there has been no (dentification 
yet. Hugh D. Wilson of Kansas City, who 
was said to answer the description, was seen 
by your correspondent Sunday in this city. 
He is alive and well and denies any connec- 
tion with the assassin. He expressed great 
displeasure at Capt. Brewster of Kansas City 
for having given him undeserved notoriety. 

Capt. Harry Horne’s story of the dynamite 
conspiracy has been corroborated in almost 
every detail. The arrest of Southworth and 
the discovery that for years he has been 
preaching the doctrines which Horne told 
Inspector Byrnes were tobe forcedon the 
people by lectures firstand dynamite bombs 
afterwards, was a very important link in the 
chain whichis tightening around the con- 
spirators. A still more startling confirma- 
tion of the story was unearthed by reporters 
yesterday. 

Since the bomb was thrown when Wall 
street was almost thrown intoa panic by the 
news thatone of the most prominent Kings 
of finance had been attacked, newspaper 
representatives and the police have searched 
unceasingly to finda clueto the fanatical as- 
sailant. The most systematic overhauling 
of the debris of the financier’s wrecked office 
has been made and every bit of cloth, every 
bit of paper, every piece of wood or iron that 
might by any possibility give aclue tothe 
identity of the bomb-thrower has been ex- 
amined. There was reasonto believe that 
the desperate maniac had made careful prep- 
aration forhis deed, and had discarded all 
papers andother belongings that if found 
after his death might revealto the world his 
identity and that of his agsociates. 

Search has at last been rewarded, however, 
anda plece of blood-stained red, white and 
blue ribbon, as well asa bit of watch chain 
has been found. The ribbon is possibly the 
most important bit of evidence connecting 
the bomb thrower with Southworth and the 
other members of the ‘‘R. U. V.’’ or grand 
army of labor society that has yet turned up. 
It will be remembered in Capt. Horne’s de- 
tailed account of the grand army of labor 
organization he told of the badges worn by 
the members. Southworth and the man 
whose head is now at the Morgue, with the 
tweive other fanatics, whotalked of prose- 
lyting with lecturers and dynamite bombs tn 
the same breath, wore badges of red, white 
and, biue, the colors corresponding to the 
three degrees of the order, red being em- 
blematic of the highest degre Horne saw 
these badges on the men, talked to them 
about throwing bombs, and they said they 
were worn on thé waistcoat suspended from 
aneagie. Aribbon worn by the man who ex- 
ploded the bomb in Russell Sage’s office has 
been found. Since the disaster of iast 
Friday there have been broken water 
pipes and gas pipes to be 
repaired, bent pipes to straighten and broken 
siabs in the wash rooms to be replaced. The 
plumbers gave every assistance to reporters 
who were searching the debris. Two of the 
plumbers, Tuomas Waters and Frank Bal- 
lasten, were at workin Kussell Sage’s office 
on the second floor yesterday morning. 
Waters wasona stéviadder straightening a 
gas- pipe over the door near which the bomb- 
thrower stood last Friday. <A bit of color 
overhead caught his eye, and he saw em- 
bedded in a beam near the wall a piece of 
ribbon, begrimed and bloodstained. He 
smoothed ft over his knee. It was a bit of 
red, white and bDiue ribbon, such as that worn 
with bDadves. It was dyed with the blood of 
the dynamiter, and corresponded in every 
respect with the ribbon which Southworth 
and the other members of the grand army of 
labor showed to Horne. Cpon this small buat 
important bit of evidence the police are bow 
working. 


THE FATAL INTERVIEW 


BETWEEN RUSSELL SAGE AND THE MAN WHO 
THREW THE BOMB. 

New Yor«, Dec. &8.—The published accounts 
of the interview between the bomb-thrower 
and Russell Sage in the financtier’s office prior 
to the catastrophe have differed widely. The 
following statement is from the lips of Mrs. 
Sage and presents the facts as recounted to 
her oy her husnand after he reached home on 
the day the deed was committed: ‘ 

‘*‘My busband,’’ said Mrs. Sage to your cor- 
respondent. ‘‘was sitting at nis desk a few 
minutes before noon. He had been extreme- 
ly busy ail the morning and bad en engage- 
ment to meet two men at noon, one of whom 
was Mr. Charles James. Just before they ar- 
rived the doorkeeper entered and announced 
that there was a man outside who said he 
had a persona! letter from Mr. Rockefeller to 
deliver to Mr. Sage. 

‘*My husband told the doorkeeper to admit 
him. Besides the regular clerks who were in 
the room at the time there were’ my brother, 
Joseph J. Slocum, and William Laidiaw, «4 
cierk of John Bloodgood & Co. 

‘*In a moment the door opened and & smart- 
looking young man, about years of4, en- 
tered and walked apto my husband’s , 
He carried a small, square, Diack satchel in 
his hand.

FIRE IN A PRISON. 


The Columbus (0.) Locktup Scorchéd — 
Other Losses. 


CoLttmsBrs, O., Dec. 8.—At 1 o’clock this 
morning fire was discovered in the third 
story of the city prison, in the room used by 
the patrolmen to leave their uniforms in 
when not on duty. The fire spread quickly to 
the attic, where it was confined and extin- 
guished afterasevere fight by the firemen. 


The metal roof saved the upper part, pre- 
Venting the wind from fanning the flames. 
The cell rooms in the basement were occupied 
by thirty-four male and seven female prison- 
ers, who were greatly excited, fearing that 
they would be burned up. Their fears were 
groundless, for that part of the building is 


fireproof, After the fire had progressed some

The loss on the building will reach about

filled with sawdust. Insurance $1,500. Many 
grossly exaggerated stories have been sent 
out concerning the fire, but the loss was 
small, and ngbody was hurt in the slightest.

The deceased was very much liked by the 
whole real estate fraternity for his good 
business qualities and manly character, tem- 
pered with the Kindest of dispositions, which 
attracted to him a very large circle of 
friends, who admired such amiable traits in 
one so young. 

He was porn at Mattoon, Ill., Mareh 19 
1866. On attaining his majority he marrie

THE GRAVES TRIAL. 


District Attorney Stevens’ Opening Ad- 
dress for the State. 

DENVER, Colo., Dec. 8.—Judge Rising was 
better this morningand the trialof Dr. T. 
Thatcher Graves for the murder of Mrs. Bar- 
naby was formally begun. District Attorney 
I. N. Stevens forthe prosecution made the 
opening address as follows: 


May it please Your Honor and you, gentlemen who 
have been selected as jurors in this case: 

The crime which is the subject of inquiry in this 
trial has no precedent or parallel in the history of 
the world. It is unique, original, cowardly, das- 
tardiy and infamous. It puts to shame the accom- 

lished efforts ef the ancient Egyptians. It has 

een left forthe splendid advancement of civiliza- 
tion, for the utilization of the means by which that 
advancement has been made, to furnish to the world 
a more nefarious, a more absolutely reckless crime 
of murder by poison thanany ever before dreamed 
To ascertain, to punish the perpetrator of this 
heinous deed, isthe sole purpose of this investiga- 
tion. The State hasno duty to perform except to 
discover the truth and to punish the guilty. 


Mr. Stevens then gave a grapliic account 
of Mrs. Barnaby’s life from the time of her 
marriage, her friendship with Dr. Graves 
and final misunderstanding and her un- 
fortunate trip West and death in this city, as 
given in these dispatches a few daysago. He 
then proceeded to show the jury upon what 
facts and circumstances he relied for a con- 
viction of the commission of the crime by 
the defendant. He said: 


Itis a fact which we will establish to your gatis- 
faction that at the time Mr. Barnaby reached Den- 
ver on this last fatal trip it was her intention to 
take from Dr. Graves all the property and money in 
his controland invest it in business in this city 
through T. H. Worrell, Jr., and that she was aiso 
sertpany thinking of changing her will and cutting 
off Dr. Graves, who was a beneficiary to the extent 
of $25,000 and also drawingan annualesalaty from 
her of $5,000. To be deprived of the control and cns- 
tody of her property, to believe thatall hove of his 
ever obtaining anything as a bequest under some 
will which she might make on account of her failing 
confidence in him was unquestionably more than he 
could stand. 

‘e@are prepared to prove that the package con- 
taining the fatal bottle mailed in Boston on March 
30, 1890, was stamped with stamps purchased in 
Providence, and itis evident this was done for the 
purpose of misleading the recipient. The address 
and inscription on the package was a disguised hand- 
writing which we are satisfied we will be able to 

rove to you is the hand of Dr. T. Thatcher Graves. 
Mrs. Barnaby died on theafternoon of the 19th of 
April last. On the 18th Dr. Graves was telegraphed 
that she was dying, and to come at once. The 
doctor left Providence without telling any one of 
Mrs. Barnaby’s illness, started for Denver via New 
York, stopped off at several points along the route to 
visit relatives, and reached hereon the evening of 
the 24th, when had he desired so to do he could 
have reached Denver on the morning of the 23d. He 
manifested the - greatest indifference over 
the matter and told several conflicting 
stories regarding his tardiness and when talking 
with the Worrells about Mrs. Barhaby’s death did 
not appear worried and did not inquire as to the 
cause and apparently desired to change the subject, 
but did finally say it was his opinion that the Ben- 
netts had sent the bottle containing the poison. He 
waited to call upon Mrs. Conrad, Mrs. Barnaby‘s 
daughter, and did not even go to the undertaker’s, 
where the body was being prepared for shipment 
East. He avoided all friends and relatives of the 
deceased and apomees worried when informed that 
Mrs. Barnaby had made a newwill. On reaching 
Providence with the funeral party he voluntarily 
statea to anewspaper correspondent that *‘Noone 
can tell what asource of trouble Mrs. Barnabv-has 
been tome. I was begged and pleaded with to be- 
come her agent, and at last consented and have had 
anything but a pleasant job. Mrs. Barnaby was 
erratic, doing things which excited talk and made 
grounds for the scandals that wereafioat. Itis for 
the sake of the family that endeavors have been 
made to hide these things.’’ 

Mr. Stevens, after denouncing the remarks 
of Dr. Graves refietting upon Mrs. Barnaby’s 
character as the basest of lies, continued as 
follows: 


On the 4th day of May, Dr. Graves wa; in the 
Barnaby residence in Providence, upon some busi- 
ness relative to the will, and being pressed for an ex- 
pinaation as to the cause of her death, he said in the 
yrresence of Mr. Conradand Mr. Hanscom: ‘‘Now, 
Mr.Conrad,your wife is miost anxiousto get home and 
see her babies and you take your wife and go home 
on the 12:30 train to-night and say that Dr, Graves 
sent that bottle. It was good whisky when I sent it 
and I will never deny having sentit. I will not, so 
help me God.’’ Then Dr. Graves said, ‘*Can’t you 
go on the midnight train with your wife, who is crazy 
to see her babies? The papers are running out of 
powder and the Denver pice ot will be over, and 
this will soon die out and be a thing of the past. You 
must call off these Pinkertons, who are annoying me 
to death.’’ Dr. Graves after four days was prevailed 
onto start for Denver and tell his story to the District 
Attorney and the Grand-jury then in session. 


Mr. Stevens then concluded: 


We will show you, gentlemen, that Dr.Graves was 
the only person inthe world who could have any 
motive forthe destruction of this lady. We will 
show by circumstancial evidence that this ttle of 
Fowler’s solution was prepared and mailed by the 
defendant. We purpose that this prosecu- 
tion shall stand upon its own merits without 
regard to what defense is interposed and all we ask 
of you gentlemen isthat you observe strictly the 
oaths which you have taken during the course of 
your examination, to allow no sympathy, no prej- 
udice, no feelings other than those of impartially 
enforcing the laws of the State, to interfere with 
your verdict.

CotumBrA, S. C., Dec. 8.—The House of 
Representatives has passed the Childs bill 
to prohibit the manufacture and sale of 
spirits and intoxicating Hquors in South 

arolina except under certain restrictions, 

The bill now goes to the Senate,in which 
body it is expected to receive 22 votes 
out of 35. The bill is very stringent 
in its provisfonsand isto go into effect in 
October, ~— 1892. GOV. Tillman has 


a plan of his own to 
diminish the liquor traffic, name- 
ly to take away from municipali- 


ies the revenue derived from licenses, which 
he recommended in his annual message, 
and there is doubt as to his approving 
the bill should it pass. In this case 
it will hardly be possible to secure the neces- 
sary two-thirds vote in both houses to pass 
the bill over the veto. 

The Childs bill was backed up by monster 

titions from all over the State, and the 
Methodist Conference in session at» Darling- 
ton and the Baptist State Convention 
forwarded approval of the measure. The 
liquor men are at fever heat and the fate of 
the bill in the Senate will be .watched 
with intense interest throtrghout the 
State.

FATAL NEGLIGENCE, 


Three Lives Lost and Nineteen In- 
jured in a Wreck. 


TRAIN ORDERS DISOBEYED BY A CON- 
DUCTOR AND ENGINEER. 


Four Men Killed and Twenty Wounded in 
a Railroad Wreck at West Plains, Mo.— 
A Woman Dies From Fright—Negro 
Cremated in Jail—The Daily Record of 
Casualties. 


WerEsT PLAINS, Mo., Nov. 8.—Last night 
about 60’clock word was received at this 
place that a horrible wreck had occurred 
about two miles anda half northwest of town. 
A construction train was running backwards 
to this place and an extra freight was going 
north. They metona sharp curve and the 
scene that followed the wreck was horrible. 
In the caboose of the construction train 
were thirty-four men and not one of them 
escaped injury. Threeofthem, Pat Lavan, 
Albert Miller and Matt McNamara, were 
killed and nineteen others seriously hurt, 
some of them fatally. 

Hundreds from this place and many neigh- 
boring farmers were quickly on the scene of 
disaster, and did everything in their power, 
taking care of the dead and attending to the 


wants of the wounded. The night 
passenger run to this place and 
stopped, and the engine .went up to 


the wreck and brought back the dead and 
wounded to the depot, which for some hours 
looked like a hospital. Four doctors were 
kept busy from 8 o’clocK until 2 o’clock at- 
tending to the wounded. At2o0’clock all the 


wounded who didn’t live here and 
were able to travel were put 
on board a_ sleeper and sent to 
the Sisters’ Hospital at Ft. Scott. The

FATAL EXPLOSION, 


DIGASTROUS ATTEMPT TO PUT OUT A SAWMILL 
FIRE. 


Burrato, N. Y., Dec. 8.—A few minutes 


past? this morning an alarm of fire rang 


| through the planing mill and yards of Lee, 
Holland & Co. on Court street, and workmen 
hastened to helpin putting outthe fire. It 
was found to be located in the shaving room, 
Situated above the boiler room, and into 
which shavings are brought by suction 
through the pipes. This room is 
walled up solidly with brick 
and is com pletely fire- proof, A 
fire starting in it cannot under ordinary cir- 
cumstances communicate with other portions 
of the building. It burns itself outin that 
walled-up room, 

But there is another danger common to such 
rooms and other places where dust accumu- 
lates. Dust is as explosive as powder and its 
destroying force is almost as powerful. It 
was the dust in the shaving room that ex- 
ploded this morning and caused 
a disaster. Between the boiler 
room and another portion of the building is 
a narrow alley way about twenty feet in 
width. A door to the boiler room opened to it. 
Through a slide from the shaving-room above 
the fire was working down, and it was for 
the purpose of drowning out this little blaze 
the workmen rushed forward hose in hand. 
They were standing in the narrow passage 
when the explosion occurred. Directly in 
front of them was the brick wall of the 
boiler-room and shaving-room. The top 
portion of this wall was blown out. 
It feli upon a light roof over the passageway, 
carried it down and buried the workmen be- 
neath, 

It was impossible at once to tell how many 
were buried, but it was believed that several 
were killed, and a rumor to that effect quickly 
spread, To add to the horror there wasa 


rush of escaping steam pouring 
out upon the debris. A large 
Pipe crossing the passageway from the 


boller-room bearing the steam to other 
portions of the building was broken off by 
the falling wall and allowed the steam to 
escape. Someof the victims were almost 
parbolled. Thesteam was shut off as soon 
as possible. 

It was found that five were caught in all. 
One was completely out of sight while 
others were burned upto the breast. 
It took about twenty minutes to get them all 
out. Nick Brady, the first rescued, was only 
slightly hurt. Two boys, named Martin Volk 
and John Steve, were caught together, They 
were buried almost up to their chins, 
but were not scalded. They were 
(tightly wedged in anda Volk seemed to 
be suffering greatly. The fourth reached was 
Peter Wartz. He did notappear to be very 
badly bruised, but he was horribly scalded by 
escaping steam. The fifth and last man 
taken out was quite dead. His name was 
Lewis Laesch, aged 82. The dead man and 
three of the injured were taken away by am- 
bulances,

THE NEW ORGANIZATION TO INQUIRE 
INTO “THOSE RACKETS,” 


Why the Hartnett Protest Has Not Been 
Withdrawn—Plan to Keep the New At 
Large Directors Off the Investigating 
Committee—The O’Connell and Broady

When ex-Director Rodgers, who is 
now a_ resident of Chicago, refused 
to allow himself to be used as a cat’s paw by 
the Macklinites, it was ex ted that the 
protest would withdrawn, but it now,seems 
to be the plan to let it go before the rd 
and the Investigating Committee, with the 
contests against O’UConnell and Brady. If 
the contest does go before the board it will 
have the effect of keeping Huttig, Blair, 
Fisse, Brockman, Holthaus and Hequembourg 
off the Investigating Committee, as no 
member can sit on any contest that con- 
cerns himself. O’Connell and Brady are of 
course excluded and but twelve members are 
left for the President to select the committee.

LAFCADIO HEARN. 


Something About His Family and His 
Own Personality. 


From the Providence Journal. 

Mr. Hearn’s family history ts romantic. He 
is the son ofan Irish father and a Greek 
mother, the formera surgeon in the English 
army, baving marrieda beautiful maiden of 
one of the Ionian isles, where he chanced to 
be stationed. It was not without a struggle 
that the gallant young Irishman won his 
bride, for a jealousrival attacked him one 
night, wounding him almost mortally, so 
that for days Dr. Hearn hung between life 
and death. Two sons were born to the 
couple, Lafcadio being the younger. When 
still a child he was sentto relatives in Wales 
and was educated with a view to his entering 
the Catholic priesthood, but when nearing 
manhood he realized that the church was not 
his vocation. Ina spirit of adventure he left 
home and came to this country, experi- 
encing at first the chance and change of a 
roving life. From the East, where his occu- 
pation had been proof-reading, he drifted to 
Cincinnati, and there as a reporter toox his 
first steps in journalism. Finding, aftera 
stay of some duration, that the climate was 
too severe for his health, he went to New Or- 
leans and engaged in newspaper work there, 

Becoming greatly interested in Creole lfe 
and customs he issued a book, ‘‘Gombo Zhe- 
bes,’’ acompilation of quaint sayings and 
proverbs in the different Creole patois. Hé 
contributed translations from the French to 
the New Orleans Democrat before it was 
merged with the Times, and continued this 
work after the consolidation of the two pa- 
pers into the Times- Democrat, when he became 
a member of the editorial staff. He was the 
first one on this side of the water to render 
Pierre Loti’s works into English. He Is, in 
fact, wonderfully gifted as a linguist, the ac- 
quisition of a foreign tongue being child’s 

lay to him. 
in person Mr. Hearn is short, even a little 
below the medium height, but strongly built, 
his chest and shoulders being powerfully de- 
veloped. Perhaps the latter fact may be 

artly due to his passion for swimming. He 
s a bold and fearless swimmer, and would 
often spend hours at atime in the waters of 
the Gulf of Mexico encircling Grand Isle 
without fear of sharks or other sea monsters. 
He is a true child of the South, and revels in 
sunlight. He has the use of but one eye, this 
disability being the result of an accident 
while playing ball in his childhood 
and the other is exceedingly myopic, so tha 
in reading he has to hold the page almost 
against it. He is dark, with a clear-cut, 
handsome profile, and altogether his is a face 
not easily forgotten. In dress he is rather 
unconventional, his favorite headgear being 
a sombrero of soft felt. 

Mr. Hearn is now about 40 years old. He 
has a quick apprehgnsion of the bumor- 
ous side of every day Things, and it is a treat 
to hear him tell some odd story, in his pecu- 
Harly low and gentle voice, It is scarcely 
necessa to say that he is an ardent 
bibliophile. His becoming a Japanese by 
adoption is regarded by his friends as a 
singular freak.
